Christian man united with the church. 
The prelude was ou tho life and char- 
acter of Kobert G. lugersoll. 


The speaker said that Robert G. 


Ingeraoll had some noble elements of 
character. He said he was hurnaue, 
the lover of _ liberty, the friend of the 
oppressed and a hater of shams. His 
political life was honest and shone as 
a star npou his dark surroundings. 
Intellectually, Ingursoll was brilliant, 
witty aud sarcastic. His oration at 
the grave of his brother was a gem of 
classic beauty, but its rythmio music 
was a wail. He depended upon his 
roduudaut and 
exhuberaut 
fancy, 


rather than hard facts. He was no 
logician and almost wholly lacked tbo 
keen analysis of argumentative reason- 
ing. Iu theology his postulates were 
false because he begau wrong. He di<l 
not recognize moral responsibility to 
a supreme being. 
This involved a 


denial of sin aud virtually a denial of 
Gcd. 
He answered tbe cry of the 


heart with a sneer. He honored child- 
hood, but failed to recognize the fact 
tbat Christianity crowned tbe child as 
the king of life. 
He used his great 


powers-to pelt aud smash the temple 
of God, but gave the world no temple 
but tbat of selfishness. 
He wonld rob 


tbe world of religion and give it 110 
equivalent in return. 


He gave us his opinion of Moses, 


aud it would bo interesting to have 
Moses' opinion of him. He canonized 
those beatitudes in accord with his 
opinion, but would not allow Christ 
to express an adverse opinion. Mauy 
professed 
Christians do the same 


thing. They will not change their 
imperial opinins, even at the dictation 
of Jesus Christ. 
„ H» never attempted to answer the 
vital doctrines of Christianity. 
He 


believed in liberty, so did Cbriut; but 
Christ's 
proclamation 
of 
liberty 


reached the soul, freeing it from sin 
including malice, hatred, selfishness 
and bigotry. He believed in com- 
passion aud morcy. So did the Christ, 
with the difference that lugersoll be- 
lieved this was innate in mau, a port 
of human goodness, while Christianity 
teaches that all goodness is of God. 
He 
believed in the elevation 
and 


freedom of woman, bat failed to see 
that Christianity is, tbe very thing 
which exalts her. This shows that 
very often the cry of bigotry emiuates 
from those who are the veriest bigots. 
Justice, truth and righteousness, must 
determine tbe whole realm of our 
moral conduct 
God's estimate of 


''what is right is tho only criterion by 
which to judge moral action. This 
was Mr. Ingersoll's mistake. Hispre 
disposition 
toward 
tbo 
supposed 


independence of self, without 
the 


moral restraint of God's law, brought 
him to that plane of reasoning where 
bis freedom to strike his best friend is 
assumed to be the exercise of liberty, 
when it was but the strnggle of a soul 
iu bondage, striving to be free. Those 
who uever fully explore the temple of 
thought are always the vauduls who 
would destroy its beauty. 
Some 


Christians are like tbe great agnostic 
iu carrying their creed on tbe poiut of 
a lance, rather tuau in their bearts, 
where it may control the whole realm 
of life. 
We cannot put our laws of 


selfishness upon Christ's statute book 
aud then'claim that as the law of life.

INCIDENT OP TEE 


Befraeiorr Frlnomcr* and Ron 


Were ^ibaaed by an Irl.li- 


"Unn." 


During'the war of the revolution stem 
ustice was raeted out to all persons of 
?ory proclivities who made themselves 
obnoxious to the robust Americanism 
which had begun to assert itself. Scant 
consideration—and a rope—was gener- 
ally given to those wretches who, un- 
der the cloak of tory sympathy and loy- 
ally to the king, plundered nnd robbed 
heir 
patriotic neighbors. 
Shortly 


.fter the revolution, a writer thus de- 
«cribed an incident vvhich will be found 
of interest: 


"In the spring of 1778 -ae went down 


to Bethlehem and brought home our 
jattle that had wintered there. As we 
entered Albany on our return, we met 
n State street a procession of no\el 
character moving slowly up the hill. 
iVe perceived seven persons dressed in 
white, and soon learned that they "were 
of that unfortunate class of disaffected 
men, who, to bad political principles, 
had added crimes against society which 
even a state of war nouldnot justify. At 
Schodack they had distinguished them- 
selves by a series of desperate aets not 
to be patiently endured by the com- 
munity, and when they were taken pris- 
oners their fate seemed inevitable. 
These men had been confined for some 
time in the city prison, and had once 
made their escape, but only to enjoy 
their liberty for a few liours. Indeed, 
:he whole city was under arms when we 
Baw them moving to the fatal spot 
where they were to suffer. The public 
ndignation was also much excited by 
their conduct in prison, and the cir- 
cumstances 
attending 
their being 


Drought to suffer the sentence of the 
,aw. 
They were confined in the right- 


land room of the lower story of the 
prison. The door of their apartment 
swung in a place cut out lower than tho 
cvel of the floor. When the sheriff came 
to take them out he found the door bar- 
ricaded. He procured a heavy piece of 
timber, with which lie vainly endeav- 
pred to batter clown the door, although 
fee was assisted by some very athletic 
and willing individuals. During the at/- 
iempt the voice of one of the prisoners 


s heard threatening death to those 


who per&eicred in the attempt, with 
(he assertion that they had laid a train 
of powder to blow up themselves and 
their assailants. Indeed, it was well 
ascertained that a quantity of powder 
had passed into their possession, but 
how could not be known. It nas after- 
ward found placed under the floor nnd 
arranged to produce the threatened re- 
sult. 


'The sheriff could not effect his en- 


trance, while a crowd of gamers looked 
on to see tha end of the singular con- 
test. Some one suggested the idea of 
getting to them through the veiling 
nnd immediately went to work to ef- 
fect a passage by cutting a holo 
through. \Vhlle this was going on the 
prisoners renewed their threats, with 


ws of vengeance, speedy, awftil and 


certain. The assailants, however, per- 
severed, and, as I was informed and 
never heard contradicted, procured a 
fire engine, and placed it so as to intro- 
duce the hose suddenly to the hole in 
the ceiling, and at a signal inundated 
the room beneath. This was dexterous- 
Jy performed. The po\\ der and its train 
were in an instant rendered useless. 
Still, however, 1o descend was the dif- 
ficulty, as but one person could do so 
s.t a time. Die disproportion of physic- 
al strength that apparently awaited tha 
first intruder, prevented for some tim« 
any further attempt. At last an Irish- 
man by the name of MoDole, who v. as a 
merchant exclaimed: 
'Give me an 


Irishman's gun, and I will go first."

After a hard struggle they were 
secured, and the door, which had been 
barricaded with brick taken from the 
fireplace, was opened.

"They were almost immediately taken 


out for execution, and the mob was suf- 
ficiently exasperated to have instantly 
taken their punishment into their ovvp 
hands. The prisoners seemed to me, 
when moving up the hill, to wear an 
aspect of great gloom and ill nature. 
No one appeared to pity them, and 
their own hopes of being released by 
some fortunate circumstance, as by the 
Intervention of the enemy, had now 
vauifched forever. They arrived in 
few minutes at the summit of the hill, 
and there, upon one gallows of rude 
construction, they endfd their miser- 
able lives." 


This execution took place on a spot 


now occupied by some of the handsome 
residences on the north side of Aoad- 
cmy Park.—Albany Argus.

ECONOMICAL UNCLE SAM. 


Even tbe Inilde* of the Mint Chlim 


ner» Are Scraped tor Par- 


ticle* ot Silver. 


When it comes to 
money-making 


Uncle Sain can beat the world for stin- 
giness. The artificial silver mine in the 
yard of the old mint premises is only 
one of the numerous schemes for check- 
ing waste. When the casters raise 
their glowing ladles from the metal 
pots a shower of sparks fly from the 
molten surface. They are mostly in- 
candescent particles of carbon, but 
among them are the pin-points of sil- 
ver, almost gaseous. Some fall among 
the ablits and clinkers beneath the fur- 
naces, and when the fire boxes arc 
raked out at night, the contents are 
scrupulously prchervcd. jDown below, 
in the basement, is a graat revolving 
crnsher that grinds the debris into fine 
powder, and when enough accumulates 
it is sold by sample to a northern smel- 
Ser and treated like ordinary ore. KOI 
is this all. Every evening the floor ol 
the melting room ib swept far mora 
carefully than ever a lady's parlor, and 
the sweepings are preserved along with 
the ashes. Once in thiee months 01 
co the soot is scraped out of all the flue* 
and chimneys and finds its way to the 


me receptacle. 
From the ashes, 


clinkers, sweepings and soot of tha 
New Orleans mint Uncle Sam derive!, a 
larger income than the average bank 
president. The crucibles us>ed in melt- 
ing are good for about three charges; 
then they are wheeled down to the 
basement, crushed and share the fate 
of the clinkers. 
The pores of thffii 


virgin bides are full of virgin silver nnd 
the gritty brown powder into which 
they are ground yield an average of 
$200 a ton. A worn-out crucible ~i» 
really worth more than a new one. 


In one corner of the melting room 


w a. large iron tank in which the new- 
ly-cast silver bars are dropped, hissing, 
to cool off. At the end of a hard day's 
\vork the surface of the water shows 
a faint rainbow-hued scum, like the me- 
tallic lustur of stagnant pools seen 
near a dj ehouse. It comes in part from 
microscopic flakes of silver that have 
scaled off in the cooling. The water, 
when changed, runs down a pipe that 
terminates in the bottom of a cistern, 
which contains a layer of mud a couple 
of feet deep. As the water sweeps 
up and through the mud acts as a filter 
and catches the particles of precious 
metal, so in time it becomes an arti- 
ficial silver mine. Once every quarter 
the stuff ib scooped out and passed 
through a reduction process. The re. 
mlt is a silver brick, \v orth maybe $W. 
—N. O. Times-Democrat.

The Antaor of the Famo»« Character 


at loMt Dlaceveveil Ita ata'OI*- 


TIBM Vera»»Mter. 


Some weeks ago Dr. Marcus Baker, of 


Ma city, published in one of the raaga- 
ines an account of » theory which ho 
ias to account for the origin of the <«• 
miliar dollar sign. This ha« long been 
n dispute. All eorU of explanations 
ave been given, the moat common ot 
,-hieh is that the initial! of the United 
States are craceed. But there have been 
seven or eight other theories to account 
tor the dollar sign which is about as 
ood. 
Dr. Baker, in his researches in the 11- 


>rary of the bureau of education, came 
across an old book entitled, "A Com- 
pendium of Federal Arithmetic," de- 
signed for tno use of schools, and es- 
jecially calculated for the meridian of 
the United States, which was pub- 
Ished at Lansingburg. N. Y., in 1797. 
its author was IleT. Chauncey Lee, of 
iutland, Vt. In this book the author 
bets forth a system of what he calls 
'characteristics," by which one vertical 
stroke was to designate the mill, two 
vertical strokes the cent, these two 
crossed by one s-shaped stroke the 
dime, and for the dollar the sign con- 
sisting of the two verticals with the 
two curved strokes, now so familiar, 
vvaa proponed. 


At that time the people of the coun- 


try were just emerging from the use of 
xmnds, shillings, and pence, where 
each w as separated by a space from th< 


t denomination. 
It accordingly 


•eemed necessary to Mr. Lee to have an 
arbitrary mark for each of the denom- 
nations of our monetary system. But 
J6 soon found that one character, with 
the decimal point, was all that was nec- 
•sary, and in the latter part of his own 
?ook all of his elaborate system of sym- 
jols, except the one intended to mark 
Ihe dollar, was found to have been 
dropped. 


Dr. Baker certainly finds the doHar 


sign in this old arithmetic, and he doet 
not find it in use atony earlier date. 
3y the time Adams' arithmetic was pub- 
lishad in 1805, the symbol had be- 
come established. He therefore re- 


rds Mr. Lee as the inventor and 


relieves the sign to have been abso- 
lutely arbitrary in its origin. Since the 
publication of hie paper in one of ths 
Magazines, Dr. Barker has received 
many letters on the subject, but none 
in which his conclusions arechallengcd. 
lie intends, for further verification, to 
make a btudy of the department rec- 
ords to see when the dollar sign first 
appeared in the treasury accounts. He 
also hopes to make a more thorough 
search of the old text-books to see if by 
chance any i.se of this sign prior to that 
of Kev. Chaumeey Lee can be discovered, 
[t is certainly interesting to know the 
origin of a thing in such constant use 
as the dollar sign. Dr. Baker's discov- 
eries seem likely to take all the senti- 
ment out of this matter, but thip is the 
common result of modern historical re- 
search. — Washington Cor. Boston 
Transcript.

The 
Inked impiessious of the ten digits are 
taken and filed in the proper compart- 
ment of the proper pigeon-hole, aud it 
is on the classification of lecords nnd 
their distribution into the pigeon- 
holes that the success of the system de- 
pends.

MAGIC IN THE HORSESHOE. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE JOCKEY. 


Modern Ilor.e Racine Method. Have 


the Sncce.nf ul Rider 
Among: Men. 


TbI. Time Immejnorlal In All 


Conn trie*. 


The jockey is an important creature 


There are plenty of men that can ride 
horses; there are cv en a respectable num 
ber that can race them with judgment; 
but owing to the custom that baa grown 
up of racing horses under weights they 
would not have to carry m ordinary 
work, the number of men that can ride ! 
and race horses at the weight called foi 
by the handicapper is very small. In 
horse racing the thing desired is ex- 
treme speed, and evidently with 90 
pounds upahorse can do far better than 
with 150; hence no race horse on the 
flat is required to carry th« weight of 
,n average man. This state of affairs 
rives to midgrts like Tod Sl-wn and 
Maher an importance they v,. Id have 
In no other way, and is perhaps nature s 
way of compensating them for their in- 
feriority in size to the ordinary man. 


A really successful jockey, as e\ery- 


one knows, can almost command his 
r,wn price. Besides his regular salary, 
vhich would pay those of several col- 
lfge professors, he is likely to receive 
L'ifts of several times the amount of his 
salarr after any winning race. When 
an owner has won a small fortune on 
a few seconds' work of jockey and 
horse he is in an expansive mood, when 
the world looks large and seems to be 
mostly in his own pocket. The successful 
jockey has, therefore, a chance to earn 
a competency as well as much short- 
lived fame, if he be honest— but his, 
honesty, unlike a man's innocence be- 
fore the law, has to be proved, rather 
than taken for granted 
unless dis- 


proved. His opportunities and tempta- 
tions for dishonesty are very great and 
neither his breeding nor education 
usually leads to the greatest moral de- 
velopment. 


If an owner, after a successful race, 


is willing to gHe his jockey a good bit 
of money a bookmaker before a race, 
to insure large winnings to himself, 
is willing to be e^en more liberal with 
a jockey open to inducements. And 
not only jockeys, bufstarters, can ue 
m.inipuinted so as to alter the results 
of races. 
And the more easily that 


while winning a race is comparatively 
difficult, losing one is comparatively 
simple. Horse racing presents a curi- 
ous circle; it cannot be made to pay 
without betting; betting leads to ml 
kinds of crookedness, and crookedness 
kills racing. In England they seem to 
have outlived our stage of the game, 
ivhere alternative -na\es of disgust ana 
reform sweep over racing. In England 
racing has a social standing it has not 
attained here. Perhaps the largest leis- 
ure class there hag led a better and more 
independent sort of men to take up 
liorte racing, one not in it for profit 
alore, and not to be bullied by those 
that nre.— N. Y. Commercial Advertiser. 


Horseshoe magic is a subject which 


aeems to be of perennial interest, mam- 
IV because it touches that Kttle sub- 
stratum of superstitious beliefs which 
is inherent in mobt of us, though, be- 
ing a materialistic people in a material 
istio age, and having put away from 


1 ourselves childish things, we none of 


us confess to it. As a matter of 
fact, 


however, we are always, either literally 
or metaphorically, turning over our 
money when we see a new moon or pick- 
ing up a rusty horsebhoe as a harbin- 
ger of luck. But the point that never 
seems to be reached in these magazine 
discussions is the circumstance that, 
initially and intrinsically, horseshoe 
magic has nothing to do with horse- 
shoes 
It existed long before horses 


were ever shod, and it has left traces of 
Its presence in places where horses 
have never been known. 


In comparatively modern times the 


horseshoe over the door-nailed to the 
lintel with the points uppermost, be it

I have seen the mark, 
sometimes painted and sometimes cut, 
on ancient shrines and temples in the 
interior of China; it has been m use 
for many centuries in India; it is to be 
found in the Aitec ruins and on the 
stonework of buried cities discovered 
recently by Dr. Scblichter in the region 
now known as Khodesia.

the sacred Churinga stones of the 
the tribes of central 
Australia and 


painted on the bodies of such of the 
tribesmen as have gone through the 
religious mjsteries peculiar to these 
aboriginal su.vivors. Messrs. Spencer 
and Ciillen tried last year to induce the 
tribal priests to expound the horseshoe 
mvstery to them, but it was either too 
sacred or too obscure, and thev learned 
nothing save that the mark was an in- 
dispensable part of their mystic rites. 
The horseshoe mark is found ulso in 
British Guiana, in the region of the 
Vmazon, in Georgia and Illinois, in Zu- 
luland. in the temple of the Goddess Mut 
in upper Egypt and oninnnmerab.edol- 
oiens! kiat. and bowlders in the British 
isles but always with the points upper- 
most. In so far, therefore, as antiquity 
confers respsctablllty, borsrshoe magie 
,s preeminently respectable.

the practice of veterinary medicine, 
there is nothing that has been more 
forcibly brought to my attention than 
the Indifference shown by most people 
to the condition of the horse s moutn 
They seem to thnk the mouth never be- 
comes deranged, when in fact it s one 
of the most sensitive organs of tbo 
ecmine economy. 
All young horse 


coming three and four years old shou d 
have their teeth and mouths carefully 
uxamined when any symptoms ol ten- 
dcrnes* are shown in the mouth, as t» 
at this age that some of the milk molare 
are replaced by the permanent ones. 


In some cases the crown of the former 


Is only partially displaced, and give. 
rise to much pain and annoyance to the 
horse 1 have seen a young horse that 
had its throat blistered with Hniment, 
and was treated for distemper, when 
the trouble was due to a displaced 
crown of a milk molar, which, upon re- 
moval, gave instant relief. Again, in 
some horses the structure ot the teeth 
U of a comparatively soft nature and 
wears rapid>y on the grinding sub- 
BtaDces in a ragged and uneven manner 
which severely cuts and lacerates the 
ongue and cheeks. This defect may bo 
casUy remedied by the use of a mouth 
rasp, an instrument that may now be 
f ousfd in nearly all hardware stores. To 
beat the raw surfaces, a little alum and 
borax dissolved in water will act effect- 
null V This humane method, if pursued 
by people who own horses, will prevent 
much suffering to the horse, and at the 
same time amply repay the owner in 
the improved appearance of IIIB animal, 
"nd ta many cases prevent the loss of 
much food by quiddlng and •tobbenngr.

bears of most horse owncrs-namely, 
uTmpas, so-called, and wolf teeth Lam- 
pas is supposed by most people to pos- 
Leu some mysterious power over a 
horse, whereby his appetite becomes de 
tanged. They, therefore, resort to cut 
ling and burning the poor brute« 
mouth under a mistaken notion of cur 
ing the lampas. The writer has been 
engaged in the care of horses for S3 
years, and has yet to sec a horse that 
v\as affected physically in any way by 
lampas, except in the imagination of t« 
owner It is, the same with the so-called

through disuse, mere rudiments, as It 
were, of their former selves.
